Three Petitio ns Amo ng Items

Three petitions were inclu ded 
in bu siness to come before the 
regu lar meeting of the city cou n­ 
cil last night. 
Perry King petitioned for a 
lower minimu m ru ral electric 
rate for a line ex tension to a site 
where he ex pected .to bu ild a 
hou se near the city . James Cald­ 
well, light plant su perintendent, 
ex plained that the minimu m 
monthly rate of $6 .75 was cal­ 
cu lated from prov isions of an 
ordinance on ru ral rates, based 
on costs of constru ction of the 
ex tension and possible new cu s­ 
tomers. The proposed line ex ­ 
tension in q u estion was for ap­ 
prox imately fou r-tenths of a 
mile. 
It was brou ght ou t that the 
minimu m amou nt cou ld not be 
changed u nless the ordinance 
was altered. No action was tak­ 
en and the m atter was left in a 
committee’s hands. 
The cou ncil approv ed a peti­ 
tion for a light at the alley in­ 
tersection of Tenth and Elev ­ 
enth streets and Main and Per­ 
kins streets. The petition was 
signed by a nu mber of residents 
in that v icinity . 
An inv estigation was ordered 
in another petition seeking im­ 
prov ement in drainage facilities 
in the east and west alley be­ 
tween Third and Fou rth streets, 
west of Morgan street. 
Cou ncilman Harry Lu cas was 
giv en the power to act in re­ 
decorating the cou ncil chamber 
which will inclu de papering and 
painting. The su m of $45 was in­ 
clu ded in the 19 3 9 bu dget for 
this pu rpose.

The ancient festiv al of the 
Passov er centered in a common 
meal which the whole family ate 
together. 
The food was lamb that had 
first been sacrificed and then 
roasted, 
u nleav ened bread, 
a 
sau ce of bitter herbs, and sev ­ 
eral cu ps of wine. 
Special psalms were su ng, too, 
the Scriptu re story of the re­ 
lease from Egy pt was read, and 
special pray ers were said ov er 
each cu p of wine. The sacred 


banq u et lasted u ntil midnight. 
We are not certain of the ex ­ 
act date of the Last Su pper, bu t 
Christians hav e alway s looked 
u pon it as either the Passov er 
meal itself or a meal anticipat­ 
ing the Passov er by one day . 
The importance of it lay in 
Jesu s’ words and actions, when 
he took bread and broke it and 
gav e it to His disciples and said, 
“This is My body ”; and then 
took a cu p of the wine and gav e 
thanks, and said “This is My 
blood.” 
For millions ot Christians to­ 
day , throu gh centu ries after the 
ev ent, this was the institu tion of 
the Sacrament of Commu nion, 
which Jesu s Himself gav e to His 
chu rch. v 
Tradition has it that the su p­ 
per was celebrated in a hou se 
on the western hill in Jeru sa­ 
lem; all we are su re of is that 
it was in “an u pper room.” 
It was dangerou s for Jesu s to 
be seen in the city . This day He 


sent two disciples on ahead to 
make ready for the meal, and 
came Himself with the others 
when the hou r arriv ed. 
It was to be His last su pper 
with His own, the closest grou p 
of companions he had u pon 
earth. And all His words and 
actions du ring the meal were 
m eant to bind them more close­ 
ly than ev er to Him. 
Whatev er might happen now, 
He and they were forev er u nited 
into one. Not ju st becau se they 
shared a sacred meal, which in 
the ancient Orient m eant some­ 
thing sacramental, bu t becau se 
He was sharing His v ery life with 
them, as He was abou t to offer 
His life for them. 
“Verily I say u nto y ou , I shall 
no more drink of the fru it of the 
v ine u ntil that day when I drink 
it new in the Kingdom of God.”- 
W hat mu st Ju das hav e felt and 
thou ght as he sat there, knowing 
what he had already done and

WHAT’S SCOTCH? 
Mr. Sanford Bates, former d irector of the Fed ­ 
eral Bu reau of Prisons, d iscu ssed crime at a re­ 
cent conference on social work. He said that the 
progressiv e penologist is sometimes not qu ite 
su re who the tru e criminal is. Said Mr. Bates: 
“It confu ses him a little when he realizes that 
a few y ears ago it was a crime to hav e liqu or in 
one’s possession and not a crime to hav e gold , 
while now it is a crime to hav e gold in one’s pos­ 
session and not a crime to hav e liqu or.” 
A bit confu sing, one mu st ad mit, ev en for the 
av erage citizen. There was a time when it re­ 
qu ired gold to get liqu or and there are time when 
liqu or conv inces one that he has gold . Liqu or 
came and gold went in the fatefu l y ear of 1933. 
The Su preme Cou rt of the United States pu t its 
au gu st O. K. on the d isappearance of gold , now 
bu ried in the grou nd or sequ estered in a v au lt, 
ju st as liqu or once was. And now the Su preme 
Cou rt is going to hav e a fling at liqu or. This is 
all rather complicated , is it not? Bu t so is mod ­ 
ern civ ilization. 
W hat the Su preme Cou rt is going to d o abou t 
liqu or is this: It’s going to d ecid e the inner 
meaning of Scotch whisky . The qu estion is wheth­ 
er Scotch whisky mad e in Ireland is Scotch or 
Irish whisky . In England , which knows its whis­ 
kies, Scotch whisky is spelled withou t an “e,” 
whereas the Irish prod u ct is spelled whisk-e-y , 
and thu s certain of orthographical, if not other, 
id entification. Howev er, ou r High Cou rt is con­ 
cerned with content, not spelling. It seems that 
a cou rt in the District of Colu mbia has d enied a 
corporation the right to import, labeled as 
“blend ed Scotch whisky ,” a whisky composed of 
50 per cent Scotch and 50 per cent North of Ire­ 
land whisky . The importers contend that this 
blend is id entical with Scotch. 
It will be interesting to read the Su preme 
Cou rt’s opinion in this case and to learn u pon 
what ev id ence that opinion is based . Will there 
be a d issent? Let’s hope this won’t be another 
six -to-two d ecision, which wou ld leav e the com­ 
position of Scotch a m atter for fu rther ind iv id u al 
inv estigation. 


CANADA HOLDS BACK 
Those Americans who feel it wou ld be a d is­ 
grace to remain aloof if Eu rope plu nged into war 


shou ld hearken to Prime Minister MacKenzie 
King of the Dominion of Canad a. 
King say s Canad a will nev er impose conscrip­ 
tion for war serv ice ov erseas so long as the pres­ 
ent gov ernment is in power. Canad a wou ld not 
send a great ex ped itionary force to Eu rope as it 
d id in the World War. The id ea that Canad a 
shou ld risk the liv es of its citizens ev ery 20 y ears 
in a Eu ropean war for d emocracy or to protect 
small nations is a nightmare to the Prime Min­ 
ister. 
The Canad ians are attached to Britain by close 
official ties. In any ord inary situ ation Canad ian 
participation with Britain in a Eu ropean war 
wou ld be taken for granted . Britain in a war now 
cou ld cou nt on Canad ian su pplies and v olu nteers. 
Bu t Canad a wou ld not go to the limit of con­ 
scription. 
If a British d epend ency on this sid e of the At­ 
lantic feels that way abou t it, why shou ld any 
citizen of the United States tear his shirt ov er the 
intricacies of the Eu ropean situ ations, which 
preciou s few people ov er here u nd erstand any ­ 
how? The position of Canad a shou ld giv e a lot 
of jingoists ov er here a more temperate, v iew­ 
point. 


WOULD MOVE INDUSTRY 
America may tu rn ou t to be the bead , stone, 
glass, d ress trimming and costu me jewelry center 
of the world in short ord er. The importers of this 
line from Czechoslov akia, speaking throu gh Jo­ 
seph Rosenberg, New York, propose that the 
artists in this material in Czechoslov akia, most 
of them non-Ary an, be brou ght ov er to America 
and a set-u p be mad e here for the instru ction of 
American workers in these wares. From 50,000 
to 7 5,000 men hav e been employ ed in Czechoslo­ 
v akia in su ch manu factu re and if the ind u stry 
can be transferred here it will be comparable 
power in employ ment. 
The American importation of bead s and glass 
for d ress trimmings and of costu me jewelry is 
v irtu ally all in the hand s of merchants of Jewish 
blood . They are a u nit for boy cotting any pu r­ 
chases from Czechoslov akia since Hitler seized 
that cou ntry . 
Thu s the Hitler u pheav al in Eu rope may gain 
a new ind u stry for the United States.
